Exerciſe of her own ; yet when ſhe came to be 
ſetled on the Throne, their humble Remonſtrances 
of her Promiſes were become Inſolent and Sediti-

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ous, and (tis obſervd by Hiſtorians ) that thoſe Fr. 48. Mon; 
two Provinces that advanc'd her to the Purple, A. Age.

It would be an endleſsthing to enumerate Inſtances 
to this purpoſe out of Sacred or common Hiſtory, if 
"we will be at the Pains to reflect on thoſe Periods 
where a Divine Power and Influence have been 
moſt viſible; it will be hard to find any one Paſ- 
ſage either Ancient or Modern, wherein this remark 
0 will not hold good. And this may be as great an 
Evidence of the Wiſdom of his Government, as ofthe 
extent of his Power, inaſmuch as ſuch a Method of 
Procedure may be neceſſary to impreſs the value of 
the Bleffing, and enf6rce our thankfulneſs for it ; 
for Benefits are commonly regarded according to 
the neceſſity of the Receivers, and our reliſh of a 
Deliverance is uſually proportion d to the Senſe of 
our Danger. 

And how viſible has their Clrcoaſtance concur'd 
in the occaſion of this memorable Day; how much 
more important was this Glorious Victory that we 
now celebrate for the viſible ſeaſonableneſs of i ie;
